MUSSOLINI DEFY 


Geneva, Sept. J0.—The League of 


Nations today once more evaded the 
question of its competency to dea! 
with the Greco-Italian imbroglio by 
adjournment. While the adjournment 
ostensibly was voted out of sympathy 
for Japan, tbe action was interpreter!
